HMS BOXER, the lon¬ 
gest escort warship in 
commission with the 
Royal Navy, will certainly 
go the distance when it 
comes to trials. 

Unlike most ships she will 
base to work her way through a 
programme of tests and exer¬ 
cises spanning years rather than 
months, j long overture before 
she can be regarded as opera¬ 
tional in the full sense of the 


Reason for those extensive 
trials lies below decks, in her 
operations room packed with 
the latest generation of elec* 
tronic equipment available to 
the ‘Fleet — the Computer 
Assisted Command System 

(CACsy 

Effectively she is the first of 
her class, the lead ship for the 
stretched Type 22 frigates and 
alt warships to be fitted with 
CACS. So far she is the most 
advanced vessel in the Navy and 
as such her enhanced capabi- 
lilies must be tested 
exhaustively 

Cleaner lines 

To accommodate her new fit, 
the Boxer is about 40ft longer 
than all previous Type 22s. Her 
dramatic new bow shape pro* 
sides her with faster and cleaner 
lines, allowing her in spite of 
her extra st/c to achieve speeds 
in excess of 30 knots and yet 
still retain the stability for which 
her class is noted. 

IlSfS Boxer has high stan¬ 
dards of accommodation with 
fully air-conditioned messdecks. 

The ship was bunched in 
June 1981 hy Fads Pillar, wife 
of Admiral Sir William Pillar 
who was then Chief of Fleet 
Support. HMS Boxer was

The memorial, at Sally 
Port in Old Portsmouth* will 
provide a focal point of 
tribute and remembrance to 
men of the Royal Navy and 
other sea-going forces" who 
lust their lives m the Falk¬ 
land Islands and the South 
Atlantic in 1982* 

Inscription on the plaque, to 
he unveiled by the father of a 
sailor who died on his 18th 
birthday, will read, *'Thi» 
memorial is dedicated to (he 
members of the Royal Navy, 
the Royal Marines, the Royal 
Elect Auxiliary and the Mer¬ 
chant Navy* whose names are 
recorded here. They gave their 
lives m the service of this 
country and for the defence of 
freedom, in the Falkland Islands 
and the South Atlantic,** 

Arrangements for the plague 
and the service of dedication 
have been made by Portsmouth 
City Council, working closely 
with the Falklands Families 
Association* formed after the 
1983 pilgrimage.

New shore 
pattern and 
family life 

OUR front page story about future develop¬ 
ment of Devonport navat base illustrates the 
growing importance of Guzz as a refitting 
and base port. 

Last month we reported on plans to move 
refits of a frigate and submarine from 
Devonport to commercial yards, while past 
weeks have seen speculation over the 
possibility of new arrangements for the Royal 
dockyards, involving private contractors. 

There is. it is said, a flexibility about the 
long-term Devonport development plan now 
outlined, but certainly proposals to the tune 
of some Cl00 million over the next decade 
for new facilities* jetties and services look 
substantial. 

To those wrth an eye for geography, rt will 
long since have occurred how UK naval 
shore concentration is switching from an 
east-west axis to one of north-south. 
Whereas the major concentration was once 
largely across the south — Chatham - 
Portsmouth - Plymouth (with some strength 
m Scotland) — a vertical running north from 
Plymouth-Portsmouth to Scotland, where 
there is increased emphasis, now provides 
the pattern 

Around such patterns the lives of naval 
families revolve and into them have to be 
fitted matters like separation, house pur¬ 
chase and quarters availability 

What percentage? 

A contentious tssue for many years has 
been the separation allowance 200-mile 
qualifying distance, which is of special 
interest to Portsmouth-Plymouth commuters. 
Recently there has been re-examination in 
MOD of the rules 

Last year, ft will bo recalled* the Armed 
Forces Pay Review Body reaffirmed their 
view that the current regulations were 
unsatisfactory, particularly mentioning the 
"distance'' rules. 

Awaited with interest this year will be any 
observations on matters such as separation 
allowance; on the married unaccompanied 
food charge; and on assisted house pur¬ 
chase and ’mobility” schemes Interesting, 
too, of course, will be the pay award itself 

Last year the Forces figure came out at an 
overall seven per cent, encompassing a 
range of increases Whether anything like 
that is to be had this year is another matter 
No doubt many would settle for it in present 
circumstances but, if asked to guess realisti¬ 
cally, would put the figure somewhat lower. 


CROSSLINK 


THE 230-yearold Royal Naval Hospital 
Haslar has been brought right up to date 
with the coming into full operation of its 
new Crosslink Building. For many thou¬ 
sands of Service and civilian patients 
treated by the hospital each year the 
building brings both a new-look and latest 
facilities* 

Situated between the three wing* of the 
orispnal hospital* Crosslink will provide Haslar 
with five clinics, five operating theatres, a large 
complex for outpatients and a patient services 
centre. 

Construction, which started in June 1980, 
was completed exactly on schedule Iasi Sep- 
temher, and on March 19 it was formally 
opened by the First Sea Lord {Admiral Sir John 
Ficldhouse), 

The Crosslink project marks the first major 
structural alteration to the configuration of the 
old buddings since the hospital look Us first 
patients at Gosport m 1753, It also means that* 
as originally intended, the quadrangular design 
is now complete. 

Five theatres 

Clinics in the new Crosslink Budding will 
deal with radiography; accidents and cmer 
genes fractures* ear, nose and throat; and 
dentistry. 

The five new operating theatres will replace 
the existing three, while the new patient 
services centre provides modern facilities — 
including computers — for maintaining patients 
record* Now that the building fully opera¬ 
tional* the JOCLbcd hospital will be able to 
undertake more fully Us principal task — 
medical and dental care in peace and war so 
that Service personnel can re turn to duty a* 
soon as possible

The hospital covers a Service population of 
vime 29*(M) Portsmouth-based personnel and 
their dependents, and is the Navy** mam 
teaching hiispual It is a reference hospital for 
Service patient* needing specialised care from 
the whole *if the United Kingdom, and recep¬ 
tion hospital for casualties from abroad. 

Haslar is also a designated hospital for 
reception of civilian casualties from the sur¬ 
rounding area, both by day and night* and 
fulfil* the role of a district general hospital for 
the Gosport peninsula. 

During the next year it expects to deal with 
some 13,1)00 in-patients and 82,000 out¬ 
patients* about half of them Servicemen and 
their dependents* and about half civilians 
The new- Crosslink Building forms a signifi¬ 
cant pan of the Haslar redevelopment pro¬ 
gramme* which was initialed in 1969 

in a senes of contracts the hospital has now 
gamed a new boiler house and steam main 
system {1979j* new junior rates* accommoda¬ 
tion block (1979), new galley block* senior 
rales' accommodation and junior rates* club 
(1980J; refuse disposal plant (1981); and 
(modernised and medical equipment stores. 

Recently the hospital opened its new mam 
gates and now it has what It regards a* the 
"jewel m the crown" of the redesclopmeni plan 
— Crosslink. The new building covers 7*5Ut) 
square metres, cost about £ 1Q million, and

contains about £2 l s million of equipment It is 
staffed by 18 male and eight female officers; % 
male and 31 female ratings, and 23 civilian* 

There is a total Service and civilian staff of 
over TOO at the hospital* which ha* a wartime 
role* under national and NATO plans* of 
reception of casuillics, Haslar ha* accepted 
Service patients from every major naval battle 
and war from Trafalgar to the Falkland*. 

It was during war that the need for naval 
hospital* was first recognised. Although several 
attempts were made to introduce them during 
the Dutch wars* it was not until 1744 that King 
George II issued an Order in Council approving 
the building of naval hospital* at Portsmouth, 
Plymouth and Chatham The one at Pons- 
mouth was to be for 1.5*1) men and the cost mu 
to exceed £38*000. 

Portchester Castle 

Initial plan was to convert Portchester Castle 
into a hospital Fortunately negotiation* over 
its purchase fell through and a piece of 
farmland near Fort Blockhouse, now HMS 
Dolphin, known as H use J horde Point, was 
bought. 

The situation over w ounded and sick pane ms 
in the area at that rime was desperate, with 
patients housed in builder** hurs, so in 1753, 
even before the hospital wav finished, 100 
seriously ill men were admitted 

Eventually the cost was £100*000, which 
probably explains why the fourth wall of the 
quadrangle was not completed 

First physician to the htispiial. Dr, James 
Lind, now called the "father of nautical 
medicine" because of his classical work on 
scurvy while serving in HMS Salisbury, wa^ 
able "to write to a friend in 1758* "Haslar 
Hospital i* an immense pile of buildings and 
when complete it will certainly be the biggest 
hospital in Europe." 

Disastrous days 

But some of the early day* of the hospital 
appear to have been disastrous* with medical 
attention non-existent, drunkenness rife and 
the nurses corrupt, stealing patients' money and 
property One nurse appeared before the 
Hospital Council "for going to bed to four or 
five patients and infecting one of them with the 
foul disease." 

Most of the patients were pressed men and 
dedicated not to the Heel in which they served 
but to escaping. Every possible means of cscajx 
was tried and so popular were the sewers, 
which arc six feet tall in places, that a Marine 
sentry 1 had to be permanently stationed at then 
exit into Haslar Creek* 

However, happily Haslar survived these and 
many other turbulent periods to render great 
service in peace and war.

Brccmcr, published by 
Frederick Warne (price 
£14.95), it has been a com¬ 
forting thought for many 
years that costlier weapons 
would buy increased per¬ 
formance to offset the loss in 
quantity. 

Studies in America, however, 
have suggested that reduced 
reliability and difficulties m 
maintenance are frequently the 
outcome of greater weapon 
complexity 

Bui m>t only that ‘The idea 
thai superior system quality 
(assuming it exist*) can substi¬ 
tute fen system quantity 
suggests that it is a’ II right to he 
substantially outnumbered ” 

Shopping lists 

Certainly the book gives 
much food for thought on the 
complexities of defence shop¬

In his review of the organisa¬ 
tion of MOD itself and of staffs 
outside the front line, he had 
been much impressed by the 
quality of the staff — both 
military' and civilian — working 
in these areas.

“Nor do I see any need to

tions and resource allocation 
and the management of the 
Services themselves/* 

The Defence Secretary also 
said: “In future, I would look to 
the Chief of Defence Staff and 
the Permanent Under Secretary 
as my two principal advisers 
The Chief of Defence Staff 
would continue to be advised by 
the Service Chiefs of Staff, who 
would be responsible to him.
